got out under such difficulties as The Morning Tribune was yester 
day morning. 


E. A. Crawford of the electric light company phoned The Tri- 


bune at 10:20 o'clock last night that they were doing every thing 
possible at the plant to furnish power but that one hour and per- 
haps two at the outside was all the paper could expect. 


As a matter of fact forty minutes was the time limit on the re- 


sources of the light and power plant. At the time Mr. Crawford 
telephoned they had pulled the fires from all but one of the furnaces 
and the water was advancing so rapidly that at 11 o'clock the last 
straw was broken and supreme darkness enshrouded, the city. 


It was the case of root hog or die with The Tribune. Application 


was made at all the novelty works for the use of presses with which 
to run off at least a four page edition, Ithough a 11 o'clock the full 
eight-page edition was practically ready to go to press. 


Nothing Doing 


The novelty works presses are all independent of outside power.

The 
same spray aids in controlling apple 
scab and the various rots, as well as 
many other troubles to which an or- 
chardist falls heir when the trees are 
covered with mosses and lichens; 
these can be removed by winter and 
earl> spring sprayings. This spray, the 
first of the year, i& Ji general clean-up 
operation. 


The lime-sulphur concentrate is di- 


luted with about S or 1" parts of water 
for winter or dormant spraying. 
It 


maj be applied at any time during the 
dormant cr resting reason, but it has 
its best effects when used immediately 
before the buds begin to swell in the 
spring. This is especially true In re- 
gard to apple scab and green aphis. 
When spraying peaches for the curl 
leaf tne ground beneath the 
trees 


should receive its. share as well as the 
trees, as the disease is carried through 
the winter on the fallen leaves 


To aid in obtaining the best results 


from spraying, all cankers on 
the 


limbs and branches should be cut out, 
leaving a smooth, clean, healthy bark. 
All dry mummied fruits, also, should 
be handpicked and destro>ed. 
The 


spoies on manv of the rots remain 
over the dormant season in these tan 
kers and fruits which hang on the 
trees. Their careful removal will pre- 
vent an infection in the spring from 
these sources, and save much lossdur 
ing the summer. 


All trees should be sprayed thor- 


oughly and before the buds swell 
The 


strength of lime sulphur advised is 
too great if applied after the leaves 
beain to show 
A weaker solution 


which v-ould hare to be applied with 
the trees in foliage would not take 
the plare of the dormant spray 
It 


would not be as effective,
